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NEW COALITION GOVERNMENT

0, 1959, a new coalition government between Austrian 
people’s and Socialist parties was formed by Chancellor 
julius Raab on July 14 after nine weeks of negotiations. 
Two days later the Cabinet, the Chancellor’s third, was 
gwom in by Federal President Dr. Adolf Schaerf, whose 
satesmanship helped to break the deadlock in the negoti- 
ations.

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BRUNO KREISKY = AUSTRIA’S NEW FOREIGN MINISTER 

Bruno Kreisky, doctor of law, succeeds Dr. h.c. Leopold 
Figl as head of the Austrian Foreign Office. Figl earlier 
this summer was appointed President (Speaker) of the Aus- 
trian Parliament. 

Born in Vienna January 22nd, 1911, as the sonofa 
member of the board of the Austrian National Bank, Kreisky 
joined the Austrian socialist party while a student at the 
University of Vienna. Already very active in party life and 
holding already various responsible positions, he went under- 
ground after the party had been prohibited. He was arrested 





in 1935 and sentenced to 16 months imprisonment on charges 
of ‘‘illegal political activity.’’ Again arrested by Nazi 
gestapo in 1938 he was expelled from his native country in 
the same year. Kreisky found refuge in Stockholm where, 
from 1939 to 1945, he worked at the secretariate for scien 
tific studies of the Stockholm sales’ cooperative. He became 
advisor to the Swedish Government on Austrian problems, 
and obtained the right of political exile for Austrians who 
had deserted from the German Wehrmacht. (Cont'd page 3.)

JOSEF AFRITSCH, MINISTER OF THE INTERIOR 

Josef Afritsch was born March 13, 1901, in Graz. He took 
up horticulture and later attended the Horticultural High 
School in Eisgrub From 1926 on, he was instrumental in the 
establishment of Vienna’s municipal park and garden system 
for which he worked many years. When the City of Vienna 
reestablished a democratic administration following World 
War II, Afritsch was appointed chief of the department for 
general administration in April, 1945. He was granted the title 
of city councillor. 

Afritsch is a member of the executive committee of the 
Socialist Party and is active in a number of Socialist organi- 
zations. ‘ 

From 1956 to 1957, he headed the Hungary aid action of 
the Austrian Socialist Party as well as the ‘International 
Workers Aid Action.’’

Central Secretary Otto Probst. ‘‘Final negotiations’’ were 
scheduled for the week-end. 

On the following day agreement was reached to the ef- 
fect that individual questions still forming open issues should 
be presented for further clarification to sub-committees and 
experts, so that the final result of the discussions could be 
forwarded for ultimate confirmation to the competent party 
authorities on July 6, 1959. 

As early, however, as the afternoon of the same day, 
the press offices of the two parties released contradictory 
statements on the allegedly established agreement regarding 
the management of the Industry and Mining Administration 
(IBV), the ‘‘Industrie- and Bergbauverwaltung’’, which heads 
the nationalized enterprises. New party negotiations schedul- 
ed for July 6 were broken off by Chancellor-designate Raab 
— as he later declared, because of excessive demands of the 
Socialists. The points involved concerned the rights to be 
delegated to Vice Chancellor Pittermann in respect of the 
management of the IBV, and the agenda to be laid down for 
a Socialist-headed Foreign Ministry outside the authority of 
the Federal Chancellery. 

On July 7, Chancellor-designate Raab resigned from the 
task of forming a new govemment and reported his decision 
to the Federal President. On July 8, however, the latter, 
contrary to widely held expectations, did not designate an- 
other head of government who might have been given Raab’s 
task. President Schaerfinstead requested the two major par- 
ties to continue negotiations in a limited circle of represen- 
tatives with a view to achieving agreement on the formation 
of a new government by the week-end. 

The three-member committees of the two major parties, 
successfully concluded their talks in the evening of July 10 
so that they were able to report their result still the same 
night to the Federal President. Following the proposal of 
the negotiation committee, the latter again requested Julius 
Raab officially to form the new government. Raab agreed to 
accept this call. Thus, in the new govemment the People’s 
Party will hold the posts of Federal Chancellor, Minister of 
Education, Minister of Finance, Minister of Agriculture, 
Minister of Trade, and Minister of National Defence, while 
the Socialist Party will appoint the Vice Chancellor, the For- 
eign Minister, the Minister of the Interior, the Minister of 
Justice, the Minister of Social Welfare, and the Minister of 
Transportation. In addition, People’s Party Under Secre- 
taries of State will serve in the Ministries of the Interior 
and of Foreign Affairs, and Socialist Under Secretaries of 
State in the Ministries of Trade and of National Defence. The 
nationalized enterprises will in future be administered by a 
Sectional Office in the Federal Chancellery, headed by the 
Vice Chancellor acting in the capacity and with the respon- 
sibility of a Minister. 
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AUSTRIA HARBORS 88,000 REFUGEES 

About one and ahalf millionrefugees have passed through 
Austria since the end of World War II, a recent survey showed. 
Because of its geographically close location to the Iron 
Curtein, Austria has become the immediate goal of thousands 
of refugees. 

The number of refugees registered with the Austrian 
Ministry of Interior currently amounts to about 56,000. A- 
nother 32,000 are estimated to live in Austria without having 
registered with the authorities. Among those registered are 
20,300 Hungarians, 12,300 Yugoslavs, 2,800 Poles and 1,800 
Soviet Russians. At the beginning of this year, 13,400 of 
these refugees lived in officially provided camps, the re- 
mainder in private homes and institutions. 

The refugees now living in Austria may be divided into 
four groups: 

1, The oldest embraces the refugees from beyond the 
Iron Curtain who during the war had been deported as forced 
laborers and who happened to be in Austria in 1945. Because 
of post-war conditions, only a small number of them registered 
with the International Refugee Crganization. (Between 1947 
and 1951, IRC distributed about 150,000 refugees to new 
homes in overseas countries and repatriated another 5,000). 
According to official figures, about 73,000 refugees from 
countries beyond the Iron Curtain lived in Austria in 1948; 
because of continued emigration, their number had shrunk to 
43,000 by 1952, and currently 5,000 of them still reside in 
Austria, generally older people, families or sick persons. 

2. The second group takes in persons of German descent. 
Most are Danube Suabians and Sudenten Germans. In 1951, 
they amounted to 385,000. As refugees of German origin, the 
Potsdam Agreement excluded them from IRO aid because they 
could have gone to Gerniany. However, those who did not 
become Austrian citizens were put under the authority of the 
United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees. As a matter 
of fact, 350,000 Sudenten Germans and others of German 
descent have already become Austrian citizens. Another 
11 ,500 still live in refugee camps. 

3. The third group is made up of Hungarian refugees. 
Following the events of the 1956 Fall rebellion, 180,000 
first fled to Austria. With the assistance of the International 
Committee for European Migration, 160,000 emigrated to other 
countries. Eight thousand were repatriated and about 10,000 
are still in Austria. 

4. The final group are Yugoslavs who started to come 
across the border in 1957. About 14,000 persons arrived in 
Austria that year and another 3,000 in 1958. 


IRQN CURTAIN ‘“‘MODERNIZED"”’ 

New tension along the Austrian-Hungarian border has 
recently been reported simultaneously with efforts by Hun- 
gary to lock the Iron Curtain more firmly into place in various 
sections of the border line. Barbed wire fortifications are 
being tightened and new and taller watch towers are under 
construction along what has been called ‘‘Austria’s tragic 
frontier.’’

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ANGLO-AMERICAN TEST DRILLINGS IN AUSTRIA 

At a cost of more than three million dollars, the privately- 
owned (Anglo-American) Crude Oil Exploitation Corporation 
has undertaken 15 test drillings in the past three years — 14 
in Upper Austria and one in Styria. In Upper Austria, four oil 
sources were discovered. The last one, near Ried, which 
was test-drilled in May, has produced between i2 and 15 
tons of crude oil daily since that time. Altogether, the four 
sources produce about 40 tons daily. 


VOeEST STEEL STRUCTURES FOR AUSTRALIA 

VOeEST (United Austrian Steel) recently obtained an 
order for the delivery of structural materials from the State 
Electricity Commission of Victoria, Australia. The Commis- 
sion has a hydroelectric power plant under construction near 
Yalourn, about 90 miles west of Melbourne. VOeEST has 
been chosen to supply the steel structures for the four water 
locks. 


AUSTRIA INTRODUCES THE M-222 — CRUISING RADIUS 
750 MILES, FUEL CONSUMPTION 15 GALLONS PER HOUR 
Austria’s first two-engine passenger plane, the M-222. 
The first two-engine plane produced in Austria since the end 
of the second World War was introduced at a recent press 
demonstration at Vienna’s No. 2 airport in Aspern. The plane 
is the M-222, a four-seater built by the Simmering-Graz- 
Pauker works. It will be manufactured on the assembly line 
beginning this summer. Experts have already expressed great 
hopes for the plane which has been designed following thor- 
ough market research. Aside from three aviation companies 
in the United States catering to the family-type plane clien- 
tele; only a Czechoslovak firm is presently constructing a 


Similar plane. Research further showed that there is a sub- 
stantial demand for planes of this type which has sufficient 


room for four or five persons. In the United States alone 
66,000 private planes are currently in operation. The yearly 
increase is about 10,000, and the demand for planes with as 
many seats as the average family car is increasing. The 
cheapest of this type costs 1,2 million schillings (about 
26 schillings equal one dollar. Ed.) The Czech-made Aero 
Super sells for more than 900,000 schillings. Austria’s new 
M-222, should be able to compete successfully with these 
prices without shortcuts in construction. (See picture below)

VIENNA PHILHARMONIC’S WORLD TOUR 

The Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra, with its conductor 
Herbert von Karajan, will be on a world tour from October 17 
to November 25, the longest such tour in the 117 years of the 
orchestra’s existence. The last two large-scale foreign 
projects undertaken by the Vienna Philharmonic occurred in 
1956 when Paul Hindemith took the orchestra to Japan, and 
Carl Schuricht and Andre Cluytens conducted its appear- 
ances in the United States. This year’s tour will have special 
importance, because for the first time Herbert von Karajan 
will conduct the orchestra in the world’s concert halls. 

During the long tour, the orchestra will perform in 26 
concerts in 18 cities, including New Delhi, Bombay, Manila, 
Hong Kong, Tokyo, Osaka, Nagoya, Honolulu, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, Provo, Chicago, Cleveland, New York, Boston, 
Atlanta, Washington and Montreal. Herbert von Karajan will 
conduct 25 of the 26 concerts; a performance of waltzes in 
Tokyo will be under the baton of Willy Boskovsky, the 
orchestra’s concertmaster. 

The programs which the Vienna Philharmonic selected 
for its world tour include baroque works (Bach and Handel), 
classical works (Haydn, Mozart, Beethoven), romantic works 
(Schubert, Wagner, Brahms, Bruckner, Richard Strauss), and 
contemporary works (Webern, Theodor Berger, Einem). With 
performances of Bruckner’s 8th Symphony, the orchestra 
hopes to pioneer the works of the great Austrian composer 
who is relatively unknown in many of the world’s musical 
centers.
